THE BRITISH ELECTIONS 


THE result of the election in Great Britain is quite as sur­ 
prising as the returns of the recent election iii the United States. 
The surprise does not result from the comparatively large m ajo r­ 
ity secured by Bourn* Law as leader r f the conservative party, bul 
from the success of the labor patty which, with seventy divisions 
to be heard from, has won 120 seats in the House of Commons. 
The Dispatch has more than once expressed the belief that the 
co n serv a tiv e party would be given a majority by the Brit ish peo­ 
ple over anyone of Hie other patties, but it iiad not thought that 
the m ajority would place it in a position where it had a clear ma­ 
jority over all parties. 
The figures show that the people were out to defeat Lloyd 
George and, as in the recent election in this country, were ready 
to elect the candidates of any other party that made the strongest 
appeal. 
It has been, in both countries, an election in which dis­ 
satisfaction with present conditions decided the issue. 
In the light of the result in the municipal elections in Bn Ar­ 
land, when labor suffered a serious sell rack, there was reason to 
think that labor would not get far in the general election, but ’Hie 
many victories for labor candidates constit ute one of Hie surprises 
of the election. 
Another surprise is found in the small minority 
that has been elected on the Lloyd George platform. 
The defeat 
of Winston Churchill, colonial secretary under Lloyd George, who 
has stood by the late prem ier si rice the elevati on of Bon ar Law co 
the premiership, more than anything else, shows the re-action of 
the people to the policies of t he Welshman and his cabinet. 
On the,other hand, the defeat of A rthur Henderson, one >f 
the ablest of the labor leaden, indicates that the conservative tide 
has been strong enough in some divisions to submerge strong lead­ 
ers of the more progressive type. 
Inasmuch as the .conservative party in England is akin Lo 
the lejouLGcan party in Hie United States in underlying policy, 
the elector rit e of England has taken an opposite course from that 
taken in lire recent election in tb s cauli I ry, except that b .lh coun­ 
tries have returned a irt'ger majority of candidates pledged ,o 
support labor’s program. 
This change ut leadership may have goof! results. Just at Urn 
time when the returns were given out an announcement was made 
thai France and Englanrt had come io an agreement on Hie Keo v 
E ast question. 
The election means that foreign affairs will 'ne.
